Suspected killer gives up

Suspected wifeslayer Michael Lynn 
McBride, 21, has surrendered to police in 
Cleburne, Texas, it was announced today 
by Lompoc Police Chief J.D . Smith. 
McBride has been sought since Mon­ 
day for questioning in the stabbing death 
of his wife, Kerry Robin McBride, 17, 
whose body was found stuffed under a 
bed in the couple’s apartment at 125 
South K St. 


Smith said McBride was in custody in 
Johnson County Jail near Dallas, Texas 
and had waived extradition. A team of 
officers will be sent to return the suspect 
to Lompoc within a couple of days, Smith 


said. 
Smith gave few details pending the 
return of the man. 
There was some 
speculation, however, that McBride had 
gone to Texas because he has relatives 
there and that the relatives talked him 
into surrendering. 
When asked if McBride surrendered 
because he knew he was wanted for 
questioning in the murder, or because he 
knew he was a suspect, Smith said 
•‘because he is a suspect.” 
Smith said a complaint charging 
murder was being sought from the dis­ 
trict attorney’s office. 
An all points bulletin was broadcast for 
McBride Monday evening within hours 
after discovery of Mrs. McBride’s body 


in the home on South K Street. The cor­ 
oner’s office said death was caused by a 
single stab wound to the left lung. Time 
of death, however, has not been es­ 
tablished 
It has not been disclosed 
whether the murder weapon has been 
found, but Smith said several possible 
weapons were being examined by the 
Santa Barbara County Crime Lab. 
It was not known how McBride got to 
Cleburne, Texas because he does not own 
a car. 
Pending the questioning of 
McBride, that question remained un- 
an sw6r6(l 
Meanwhile a team of detectives 
headed by Capt. Robert Hebert is work­ 
ing on the case. 
The movements of McBride, his wife 


and friends and relatives are being 
charted. Careful attention is also being 
given a party most of the principals at­ 
tended over the weekend. 
Katherine Renee Pollock, 18, sister of 
the victim, found the body at 4:55 p.m. 
Monday. Ironically, the location of the 
body under the bed in the bedroom of the 
modest apartment, prevented the dis­ 
covery several hours earlier. 
On two 
earlier occasions as the events of Mon­ 
day unfolded, Ms. Pollack went to the 
apartment and gave a cursory glance 
around for her sister and then left. 


Police can only speculate on the 
whereabouts of McBride while all this 
was going on.

The County Water Agency has given 
approval to an agreement with the Glen­ 
dale engineering firm of Bookman- 
Edmonston, Inc. to make operational 
studies and terminal storage alternative 
studies concerning the State Water 
Project 
W ater Agency Engineer-Manager 
Charles H Lawrance had recommended 
the firm, noting that Robert Edmonston, 
former county water consultant, is an 
expert in the field and familiar with the 
county 
The studies are “ urgently needed,” as­ 
serted Lawrance, in preparation for 
county decisions on state water and prior 
to plans to put State Project bond 
funding proposals on the November, 
1978, ballot. 
Authorized ceiling for the project is 
$40,000, Lawrance reminded the board 
Ha said the Water Agency budgat for 
fiscal l977-’78 “ anttcfpates and is 
adequate for such a fee ” 
The agreement is to be executed by 
Water Agency board chairman Robert 
Hedlund, Fourth District supervisor 
Studies as to the reliability of the State 
Water Project, possible interfacing 
between such a program and Cachuma 
Project and possible coordinated opera­ 
tion of State Water Project and local 
county water resources will comprise 
part of the studies.

An alternative plan for Ocean Avenue 
— minus four controversial intersection- 
blocking medians — was approved in an 
about-face Wednesday by the Ocean 
Avenue Improvement Committee. 
The committee reconvened in a special 
session at 1 p.m. in the city council 
chambers to hear comment from 
businessmen who claimed they were not 
allowed a voice in previous committee 
actions. 
The committee last week presented 
city council with a list of recommended 
additions to the main city artery. With 
Councilman Charles Ward abstaining 
and Councilwoman Elinor Lefkowitz ab­ 
sent, council unanimously approved ask­ 
ing Caltrans to include the proposed ad­ 
ditions when the state is scheduled to 
repave Ocean Avenue late next year. 
The proposal included parking elimina­ 
tion from A to F streets, narrow medians 
from G to H streets and H to I streets, 
four landscaped medians to extend 
across B. F. J and N street intersections 
and striped left-tum lanes for intersec­ 
tions without medians. The parking 
elimination already was approved by 
council earlier this year. 
The committee recommendations 
were hurried through council in a resolu­ 
tion in time to be considered in plans the 
state is drawing up for the resurfacing 
project. 
The 10-member committee listened to 
about 40 minutes of complaints from 
almost 20 businessmen who attended the 
special session before reversing their 
earlier endorsement of the landscaped 
medians. 
Instead, the committee moved to 
recommend city council submit an alter­ 
nate plan to the state which omits the 
four medians. In place of the medians 
would be stripled left-tum lanes 
The Ocean Avenue m erchants 
reiterated earlier contentions the me­ 
dians would hurt business and devalue 
property. 
"It just wouldn’t work in my busines- 
• 
s,” warmed Merle William s of the 
Williams Bros, grocery store chain. 
“I ’ve faced it before and had to close 
down business.” 
There is a Williams 
Bros market at 319 E. Ocean which 
would be adjacent to the landscaped me­ 
dian planned to extend across the F 
Street intersection 
The recommendation to eliminate the 
proposed medians will be heard at the 
next council meeting, Dec. 20, when a 
public hearing on the Ocean Avenue ad­ 
ditions also is scheduled. 


Council, however, may not bend to the 
businessman as easily as the Ocean 
Avenue committee. 
Three councilmembers voted for the 
intersection-blocking medians with one 
absent and one abstaining. 
Councilman Charles Ward abstained 
because he owns property at the comer 
of H Street and Ocean Avenue. He said 
there could be a conflict of interest. 
Since then, he told the Record he is firm­ 
ly against the original additions. 
But 
there is still a question of whether or not 
he should vote on the issue. 
Council appears to be heading for a 
feisty debate over the medians at the 
Dec 20 council meeting. On one side are 
at least two councilmembers who 
believe the medians are unnecessary and 
a serious threat to adjacent busines­ 
smen. 
Opposite are at least one coun- 
cilmember and possibly the other two 
who counter the medians will have an in­ 
direct benefit to the businessmen and are 
vital to the safety of the silent vast 
majority — the citizens. 
"There may be some short range ef­ 
fects on business until people adjust,” 
explained Councilman E.C. Stevens. 
“ After a period of time people will 
adjust and safety and speed-up will ac­ 
tually aid business. 
"In the long run, the next 20 to 30 
years,” continued Stevens, "it will be an 
asset to the city. 
I feel very strongly 
about aesthetics ... people have a short 
memory. It’s not too long ago the down­ 
town was decaying and there was a lot of 
empty stores .” 
Stevens who voted for the controver­ 
sial landscaped medians said he will go 
to the meeting with an open mind, but in­ 
dicated it would take a strong argument 
to change his mind 
In the opposite comer, is Ward 
"For streets you can go left on," 
claimed the local attorney, "it’s really 
going to back-up traffic because of the 
streets they can’t turn left on. 
" It ’s very popular to vote what's pret­ 
ty. But if it’s hurting the businessman, 
do we want pretty?” 
City staff contends the medians are 
necessary to eliminate dangerous mid­ 
block left turns and reduce cross traffic 
on one of the two busiest boulevards in 
Lompoc 
Double yellow lines restrict 
mid-block left-turns in theory, but not in 
practice. 
Regardless of what city council does, 
the additions still must be approved by 
the state to be included in the project. 
About a week and a half after Iximpoc 
submitted the proposal to Caltrans, the 
state has yet to reply

Parks Commission denies 
park use to motorcyclists

Despite warnings that 300 bikers “ are 
going to run through town, hogwild” New 
Year’s Eve weekend, the Parks and 
Recreation Commission denied Wednes­ 
day a request for use of River Park for a 
motorcycle club party. 
Jerry Ganski of the Molochs said 
flyers have been sent to at least 14 club 
chapters, each with some 30 members, 
that this year’s three-day, two-night New 
Year’s party will take place in Lompoc 
“ irregardless.” 
Notified by Ganski himself, both Capt. 
Mel Ramos of the Lompoc Police 
Department and Lt. Donald McCormick 
of the county Sheriff’s Department at­ 
tended the parks meeting to demonstrate 
their concern over the biker club 
request 
Ganski told the commission he 
requested use of River Park because it’s 
out of town, where the partiers “ can do 
whatever they want without interfering 
with anybody else." 
He said the Molochs last held a party 
in Lompoc over three years ago and 
rented a hall. 
"A lot of people ran through town get­ 
ting drunk and creating problems," 
Ganski said 
"We re trying to avoid 
that 
I don’t want to be chasing people 
down all weekend. 
Mel (Ram os) 
doesn't.” 
The commission denied the request (3- 
2, with G ale Po rr and Leonard 
Akronowitz opposed) because River 
Park is currently undergoing improve­ 
ments 
Commissioner Mike Siminski said four 
tractors have been grading some 30-40 
acres there, preparing to plant grass 
seeds within the next month. 
Parks director Jack Anderson added 
that the city has just spent $6,000 in new 
sprinklers, which are still exposed above 


ground He also said that young trees 
have recently been planted there. 
"There’s bound to be some damage,” he 
said, if the motorcycle club held the 
party there. 
(Later in the meeting the commission 
voted to close River Park for the next 60 
days.) 
“ If you want to have a New Year’s 
party in April. I think we’ll be ready for 
you,” Siminski told the biker. 
Ganski seemed disturbed by the 
denial 
"This is the first time in seven years 
we actually put a man in here to try to 
work with anybody,” he said 
“ If that 
doesn’t work, hell, let 'em run loose, let 
’em run loose in town ... It's going to boil 
down to a big weekend of nothing but 
hassle.” 
Both the commission and the police of­ 
ficers, however, said they found it "com­ 
mendable" that Ganski was trying to 
work with officials to keep the party 
orderly. 
" I don’t want it (the party) at my 
house, to put it bluntly,” Ganski said 
“ It’s a heck of thing to spring on a 
neighborhood.” But he said that if the 
club found no park for the party it would,

after all, take place at his home, in Mis­ 
sion Hills. 
“ That’s the county, we’re off the 
hook.” Gale Porr said She and other 
commissioners laughed with relief. 


Lt. McCormick was less amused. He 
told the commission, “ The Sheriff's 
Department is opposed to the group get­ 
ting together at all in Santa Barbara 
County Wherever (the party) is held, it 
will have a negative impact on the 
department." 
McCormick said (today) the Moloch's 
were at a biker wedding reception at the 
Lompoc Sportsman’s Lodge in 1975. 
Responding to complaints from one 
woman that she had been forced to dis­ 
robe at gunpoint and from another that 
she had been forced into a car and tran­ 
sported to another location, the sheriffs 
searched guests at the party. 
Four men not identified as Molochs 
were arrested on charges of possession 
of dangerous drugs, marijuana, con­ 
cealed weapons and stolen property. 
Ganski protested to the commission, 
“ We were there, but that wasn’t our par­ 
ty " McCormick said today, however, he 
anticipates similar problems from the 
“ same type of club." He said he also 
feared local youth would be attracted to 
the party. 
Ganski said outside the meeting that 
he expected motorcyclists to bring 
“ automatic weapons ” " It ’s normal.” 
he told the Record, adding that club 
members often carry guns in anticipa­ 
tion of problems. 
He said there have 
been shootings, but no deaths that he 
knows of. 
Though Mission Hills comes under 
county jurisdiction, Capt. Ramos said, 
“ W ell have every person available 
working, certainly. 
We’ll have every 
unit rolling ” 
He said Lompoc police 
would, if called upon, work with county 
sheriffs 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - President 
Carter said today he personally will 
relay any fair and balanced Mideast 
peace proposals from Israeli Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin directly to 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat. 
" I think I know in general terms what 
would be acceptable to President 
Sadat,” Carter told a news conference in 
discussing Friday’s scheduled White 
House meeting with Begin. 
“ I have no idea what proposals, if any, 
Prime Minister Begin will bring,” 
Carter said. He said he would not push a 
U S peace on the Mideast, but noted he 
speaks personally with Sadat by phone 
several times a week. 
“ I would certainly tell him (Sadat) 
‘this is a very good step’,” said Carter of 
any Begin peace proposal he feels is fair 
to both Arab and Jew 
"But I would not be the ultimate judge 
of whether or not that is acceptable to 
the Egyptians That would be up to 
President Sadat.” 
The president also said: 
—His congressional agenda will be 


“ much more carefully considered 
in 
1978 But he denied White House rela­ 
tions with the Democratic Congress have 
been poor despite failure to pass his 
energy legisalation — and laid part of the 
blame for that image on news media 
—The United States will continue to 
push human rights in the world “ One na­ 
tion may criticze another" in that area 
“ wi*hout regarding each other as 
enemies."

Dusk closing of park 
lot delayed 10 days

Responding to pleas by three young 
women Wednesday night, the city parks 
commission delayed for 10 days the clos­ 
ing of Ryon Park parking lot at dusk in­ 
stead of the current 9 p.m. 
Their action amounts to an ultimatum 
to Ryon Park beer drinkers: 
If you want to party in the parking lot 
after dark, you have until Dec. 24 to stop 
littering empty bottles. 
The commission was all set to imple­ 
ment the first of a three-part recommen­ 
dation from the city Crime Prevention 
Committee 
But thr.ee women, two recent 
graduates and one a senior at Lompoc 
High, protested the closing at dusk, 
warning, as Linda Hurst said, “ There’s 
going to be trouble, because people are 
getting really uptight about it.” 
"There’s no place for young people to 
congregate in this town,” she said, her 
voice trembling 
“ All we need is 
somewhere to go." 
Hurst said the cars would only park on 
the street and disturb the homeowners, if 
the lot closed at dusk 
She and her friends also said they’ve 
heard “ a lot of people" say if the lot 


closes, they’re “ personally going to go in 
there and vandalize it 
That's the only 
way they can fight back ” 
The women, however, promised they 
would personally go around to the cars in 
the lot and tell their friends to stop the 
littering — if the commission would 
Îelay action If their efforts failed, “ you 
can do what you want,” Hurst said. 
Though skeptical the women could 
help wipe out the rampant glass litter­ 
ing, the commission agreed to their 
request 
“ They’re the first kids from that group 
to come in here and I think they deserve 
some consideration,” Commissioner 
Gale Porr said, after the women had left 
insisting, “ You’ll see.” 
The commission decided to grant the 
women’s request, because once the clos­ 
ing at dusk is implemented, it probably 
will not be reversed 
Because if the littering stops after the 
recommended 30-day trial period, that 
would prove the step worked and should 
continue 
If the littering does not stop after 30 
days, the commission would probably 
implement step 2) banning alcohol in the 
park after dark and then, if necessary, 3) 
calling for a pilot program of reserve 
police patrol

C LEV ELA N D (U P I) — Mayor Dennis Kucinich today accused 
some members of Cleveland’s 
2,200-member police force of 
“ abandoning the safety needs of the people” in their continuing 
sick-call strike. 
Kucinich, 31, the nation's youngest big-city mayor and facing his 
first major crisis since his inauguration a month ago, said “ at least 
75“ of the 120 policemen scheduled on the overnight shift failed to 
report to work. 
It was not immediately determined how many officers failed to 
report to work on the morning shift. 
Kucinich called the strike an “ illegal” walkout and threatened 
disciplinary action against those missing their assignments. 
Strikes by public employees are forbidden by Ohio’s Ferguson Act. 
The mayor met early today with newly named police chief 
Richard Hongisto at an undisclosed location to discuss the situa­ 
tion and no report was made of any potential contingency plan. 
“ While Cleveland slept scores of midnight shift policemen, 
without warning, snuck away from their posts in the middle of the 
night, abandoning the safety needs of the people...,” said Kucinich. 
“ Cleveland policemen are engaged in an illegal wildcat strike 
against the people of Cleveland, thereby jeopardizing the public 
safety of our city,” Kucinich said. 
“ I have no choice but to issue the following warning to the 
police: You are engaged in an illegal strike. You are hereby 
ordered, each of you. to report for work at your regularly 
scheduled time. 
“ Disciplinary action will be taken against each participant in the 
illegal strike. The first day’s violation will subject each participant 
to a five-day suspension without pay. More severe discipline will 
follow any continuing violation. 
“ I urge all Cleveland policemen to obey the law and return to 
duty. I support the right of city employees to union bargaining. The 
city made a fair and generous offer to the police union. We are 
preparing to continue to bargain in good faith despite this un­ 
fortunate illegal strike,” Kucinich said.

Gunman 
shoots two 
students 


CANTON. Mass. (U P I) - A 
gunman wearing a paper bag 
mask walked into the Blue Hills 
Regional High School today and 
opened fire in a crowded clas­ 
sroom, wounding two students. 
The victims, both reported in 
good condition, were identified 
as Douglas Newcombe, 17, of 
Braintree and Richard Mer- 
curi, 18, of Avon. Both were 
shot in the left shoulder. 
Police said the gunman was 
wearing a paper bag mask with 
two eyeslits. 
An eyewitness told police the 
assailant opened fire in a sheet 
metal shop, hitting the students 
who were cleaning up at a wash 
stand. The gunman then ran out 
of the school. 
There were about 30 other 
students and two teachers in 
the classroom at the time. 
Canton police made a quick 
search of the building 
Later, a teacher found the 
paper bag apparently used for 
the mask Scrawled across the 
front of the mask in blue ink 
were the words: “ Stc^ there.” 
Police said the assailant was 
described as nearly 6 feet tall, 
thin, and wearing a blue jacket 
with white stripes and blue 
jeans 
Newcombe was rushed to 
Norwood Hospital and Mercuri 
was rushed to G oddard

which hereditary material from 
one organism is combined with 
another to create organisms 
with new traits. 


Some scientists fear such 
research might create danger­ 
ous organisms that might es­ 
cape from the lab and harm the 
public. To guard against such a 
theoretical possibility, NIH has 
established a set of safety rules 
to reg u late governm ent- 
sponsored research 


There now is a proposal 
before the NIH to relax the 
rules in certain situations and a 
hearing was called today to dis­ 
cuss the matter. 
The Frederick experiment is 
designed to test one of the 
suggested ways such research 
might be dangerous. 
The experiment will take 
genetic material called DNA 
from a mouse cancer virus and 
splice it to the hereditary mat­ 
ter of a common bacterium. 
Scientists then will feed and in­ 
ject the bacteria into germfree 
mice and hamsters to see if 
they develop infections from 
the tumor virus. 
“ The whole idea is to see 
whether t e incorporation of a 
piece of foreign DNA will really 
be expressed in a bacterial cell 
and cause any harm," said Dr. 


William Gartland, NIH chief of 
recombinant DNA activities, as 
gene splicing research is called. 
It is has been demonstrated 
that genes from one organism 
can be inserted into the collec­ 
tion of genes of another, but 
whether potentially harmful 
genes inserted into bacteria can 
affect an animal is not known. 
Dr. Wallace Rowe, chief of 
the laboratory of infectious dis­ 
eases at the National Institute 
of A llerg y and Infectious 
Diseases, said the experiment 
will be carried out within NIH 
rules. As an additional safety 
factor, the virus to be used does 
not affect humans. 
The court action was filed by 
Ferdinand Mack on behalf of 
his two-year-old son, Ferdinand 
Jr. 
The NIH agreed not to carry 
out the experiment until it 
prepared an environmental im­ 
pact statement. Such a state­ 
ment has been issued but Mack 
said it did not discuss the 
specific experiments planned at 
Frederick He asked the court 
not to permit the experiment to 
proceed until the Frederick ex­ 
periment was addressed 
In a brief received by the 
court Wednesday, a govern­ 
ment attorney said the state­ 
ment need not address specific 
experiments He asked that any 
restrictions be lifted

“ The Superior Court, acting 
on an injunction to stop the 
cancellation sought by the 
promoters, said that the bull­ 
fight was not a part of tradition 
in this country and permitting it

Blonde Sandra Pittman knew 
she couldn’t afford to bid on it, 
but she ran her fingers lovingly 
over the orange vinyl swivel 
chair that once belonged to 
Elvis Presley. 
“ It’s strange I could be so 
close to it,’’ she said. “ To touch 
it and think you might be 
touching where his fingers once 
were.” 
The chair was among a 
number of items from the late 
singer’s Memphis mansion, 
Graceland, offered for sale by 
the Don B Smith Auction and 
Liquidating Co. Wednesday It 
was the fourth auction of 
Presley’s personal property 
conducted by Smith 
About 200 persons attended 
the daylong auction, but only 
some 20 of them actually made 
bids in the $112,000 sale 
Glenn Webb, owner of a real 
estate firm in Cookeville, 
Tenn., made the largest pur­ 
chases. 
Webb paid $40,000 for a 30-by- 
60 inch framed oil painting of 
Graceland given to Presley 
when he m arried Priscilla 
Beaulieu in 1967 
Webb also 
paid $2.50 each for 25.000 prints 
of the painting 
“ The painting was damaged 
and I intended to have it 
repaired and hang it in my of­ 
fice in Nashville," Smith said 
“ However, after his death I 
thought of the m ultiplied 
millions of fans who had a 
special place in their hearts for

Jam es Minor flashed on a 
screen a regulation that some­ 
one in the bureaucracy had 
once written. 
At a conference on regulation 
writing Tuesday, Minor cited as 
a glaring example of bad 
federal prose an In terio r 
Department regulation which 
began: 
"No person shall prune, cut, 
carry away, pull up, dig, fell, 
bore, chop, saw. chip, pick, 
move, sever, climb, molest, 
take, break, deface, destroy, 
set fire to, burn, scorch, carve, 
paint, mark, or in any manner 
interfere with, tamper, mutila­ 
te. misuse, disturb or damage 
any tree, shrub, plant, grass, 
flower, or part thereof, nor 
shall any person permit any 
chemical, whether solid, fluid, 
or gaseous, to seep, drip, drain 
or be emptied, sprayed dusted 
or injected upon, about or into 
any tree, shrub, plant, grass, 
flower, or part thereof ...” 
A strong general statement 
would be better. Minor said 
The trouble with a list of 
prohibitions, he said, is that 
most people immediately feel 
challenged to think of some- 


thing not listed they can do to 
abuse a tree. 
M in o r te a ch e s w ritin g 
courses fo r the F e d e ra l 
Register, which sponsored the 
meeting and publishes a daily 
magazine-sized compendium of 
regulations and notices. Spon­ 
sors were surprised the session 
drew 800 participants.

Scientists hope 
to film bottom 
of lost sea 


M c M U R D O . 
A n ta rc tic a 
( U P I ) — An international 
scientific team is hoping to 
lower a television camera to 
the bottom of a “ lost Antarctic 
sea" today through a quarter- 
mile hole it drilled through the 
Ross Ice Shelf 
The team used a revolution­ 
ary supersonic jet drill head 
Wednesday to penetrate the ice 
about 500 miles from the South 
Pole 
The 
10-inch-wide d r ill 
reached the sunless, icy waters 
of the lost sea two weeks ago 
but sea water rushed in and 
froze it shut before heaters 
could be dropped into its 
depths 
The scientific team led by Dr 
John Clough of the University 
of Nebraska said the lost sea 
under the drilling site has been 
covered with ice for at least 
120.000 years 
Using cameras, sonar equip­ 
ment. nets and baited fishing 
lines they are seeking to deter­ 
mine if life exists in the lost 
sea. he said 
The scientists are also hoping 
to discover ancient forms of life 
se a le d 
o ff 
fro m 
the 
evolutionary process over the 
millenia and are looking for 
geological evidence to gain in­ 
sights into the early history of 
the earth 
The hole was drilled more 
than 200 miles inland from the 
edge of the icepack 


The $4 7 m illion project 
began five years ago The first 
drilling attempt last year failed 
when conventional equipment 
broke after penetrating 1,070 
feet into the ice — just ¿ 0 feet 
short 


The flame-jet drill, invented 
by James Browning of New 
Hampshire, penetrated the ice 
in less than 10 hours Wednes­ 
day. 


The scientists plan to leave 
the remote control television 
camera under the ice as long as 
possible

Haitian refugees claim U.S. ignores their plight 
Is U.S. asylum only for leftist victims?

MIAMI, Fla. —(NEA)— 
I .ate last summer 101 Hai­ 
tian refugees landed by boat 
at the U.S. naval base at 
Guantanamo, Cuba. They 
told of fierce government 
repression in their home­ 
land. They spoke of totalitar­ 
ian brutality. Despite the 
exile's appeals for asylum, 
however, U.S. 
authorities 
sent all but four of them 
home. 
The incident received only 
scant notice in most of 
America. But it was regis­ 
tered as a most alarming 
event in Miami's Haitian 
community. The Haitians 
believe the deportation of 
the refugees was another 
indication that the U.S. pol­ 
icy 
regarding 
political 
asylum is outdated, unfair 
and cruely prejudicial. 
The criticism is this: while 
America has historically ac­ 
cepted 
almost all 
exiles 
from Communist states, it is 
increasingly 
reluctant 
to 
serve as a haven for refu­ 
gees from right-wing dicta­ 
torships. No Cuban refugee 
has ever been refused, for 
example, but almost all ex­ 
iles from friendly Haiti are 
turned away. 
Haitians here say their 
charge can be verified by a 
reading of official records. 
They say it is not just by 
chance that nine of 10 exiles 
from 
leftist states 
are 
granted U.S. asylum, while 
an equal proportion of exiles 
from such countries as Hai­ 
ti, Chile and the Philippines 
are refused all but momen­ 
tary entry. 
Haitians say the imbal­ 
ance is an entirely arbitrary 
one. 
Jean-Bart 
Rulx 
of 
Miami’s 
Haitian 
Refugee 
Service says U.S. law for­ 
bids bias in the immigration 
procedure: 
"Everyone 
is 
supposed to be given equal 
consideration. But that's an 
illusion. Political and diplo­ 
matic considerations are the 
deciding factors.” 
The critics cite statistics 
regarding South Vietnam as 
an illustration of the alleged 
discrimination. Prior to the 
Communist victory there. 
South Vietnam’s exiles were 
seldom 
allowed 
political 
shelter in the U.S. Since the 
C om m unist 
ta k e o v e r , 
though, the U.S. has become 
haven to more than 150,000 
Vietnamese. 
Then there is Chile. Thou­ 
sands of residents have fled 
that country since the impo­ 
sition of a military govern­ 
ment in 1973. Many of the 
exiles 
have 
asked 
for 
asylum in America, and the 
United Nations has urged all 


nations to help out; yet the 
U.S. has granted legal resi­ 
dence status to only a hand­ 
ful of the applicants. 
But of all the examples, 
Haitian activists in Miami 
say their own nation is the 
most revealing. According 
to figures compiled by the 
Immigration and Natural­ 
ization Service, nearly 500 
Haitian 
refugees 
have 
landed in Florida in the last 
three years. Of these, all but 
about 60 have been shipped 
back home. 
"God only knows what 
happens to them when they 
get there,” says Jean-Bart 
Rulx. "We expect some may 
be killed. That should not be 
surprising. I myself am a 
refugee from Haiti, and the 
reason I left was for my own 
safety. Four years ago my 
father disappeared. Just dis­ 
appeared. "niat’s the way it 
is on the island.” 


U.S. officials do not agree 
that returned Haitians face 
danger. Edward Sweeney, 
INS director for this region, 
says that State Department 
people sometimes accom­ 
pany the Haitians home 
"just to make sure.” Ameri­ 
can authorities who accom­ 
panied the Guantanamo ex­ 
iles to Haiti say the retur­ 
nees were treated well. 
Sweeney says Haiti "is not 
Russia.” He says in fact that 
“politics have very little to 
do with the Haitian refugee 
situation.” 
Sweeney 
be­ 
lieves most Haitians who 
come to America are looking 
for an economic rather than 
a political haven: 
“They 
want work, and that is not a 
valid reason to allow them 
residency.” 
Haitian activists do not 
deny that exiles are looking 
for jobs. Raymond Ramirez, 
who “escaped from Haiti 


laborer makes less than 
$1.50 a day. 
Meanwhile, 
President Jean-Claude Du- 
valier lives like a king, with 
millions in the banks. ’ 


President Duvalier is of 
course the son of former 
Haitian despot 
Francois 
(Papa Doc) Duvalier. The 
father died in 1971. U.S. 
authorities believe the son is 
less of a tyrant; Haitian 
exiles say Baby Doc is not as 
overtly savage as was his 
father, but he still follows 
the same formula for main­ 
taining permanent power. 
Refugees say political de­ 
bate is not allowed in Haiti. 
Rulx says the elections are 
eyewash. As for Duvalier 
himself, the exiles tell hor­ 
ror stories of him gleefully 
driving his car into helpless 
pedestrians. “Duvalier is as 


bad as Idi Amin,” says Ray­ 
mond Ramirez. “Would the 
U.S. send Ugandan refugees 
back home? 
For some Haitian exiles, 
Ramirez 
included, 
going 
home is not now even a 
consideration. Hence they 
have grouped together to try 
to force the U.S. to let them 
stay here. The exiles have 
acquired an attorney, and 
their plea for protection un­ 
der the American guarantee 
of due process is before the 
U.S. Supreme Court. 
And so an undetermined 
number of Haitian refugees 
are waiting here in limbo. 
Some are known to the INS, 
others remain in hiding. All 
of the Haitians are impover­ 
ished, and all are dreadfully 
worried. "If the courts turn 
us dow n,” 
sigh s 
Ray 
Ramirez, 
"we 
won’t go 
home; we’ll just say we’re 
Cuban and then we’ll be 
welcome.”

France's 'third sex' gets new look 


PARIS —(NEA)— "The 
Conquest of Ixmeliness” is 
not, as one might be led to 
suppose, a I-onely Hearts 
club. 
It is the first matrimonial 
bureau of its kind beamed at 
the "third sex,” the French 
term for homosexuals. It is 
considered just another ex­ 
ample of the liberalization of 
morals in a city which, to 
foreigners, still represents 
Europe’s naughtiest capital. 
The project and the pro­ 
fessional competence of its 
prom oter, 
J ea n -P ier re 
Laussu, 
were 
thoroughly 
scrutinized by police and 
lawyers before the neces­ 
sary permits were obtained. 
The result today is that 
"Conquest of Ixmeliness” is 
allowed to publicize its ac­ 
tivities along with the 20-odd 
bonafide heterosexual mar­ 
riage bureaus in Paris. 
The only difference is that 
this new type of mating has 
as yet not been officially 
recognized 
by 
state 
or 
church. 
According 
to 
figu res 
quoted by France-Soir co­ 
lumnist Philippe Bouvard, 
no less than 1,500 candidates 
request 
admission 
each 
month. Most are members 
of the liberal professions or 
business executives. Every 
one of them has to sign a 
paper swearing they are not 
prostitutes. Promoter I^aus- 
su, himself an avowed homo­ 
sexual, interviews all candi­ 
dates at great length con­ 
cerning 
their 
scholastic 
degrees, 
religion, 
tastes, 
ways of life and finally their 
specific fantasies. No meet­ 
ings are arranged at the 
agency itself. It’s all done 
with photographs and let- 


ters. All rendez-vous are 
arranged in various places 
outside. 
The fee is $100 for six 
months, entitling a member 
to one meeting per month. 
Bisexuals and lesbians are 
accepted. 
But 
teenagers, 
"exhibitionists,” 
transves­ 
tites and political agitators 
are firmly excluded. 


The reaction to this out­ 
spoken approach to homo­ 
sexuality in 
France 
has 
caused a much stronger re­ 
action than Women’s Lib. 
Granted that every French­ 
man was aware of its exis­ 
tence, it was more or less a 
taboo subject and homosex­ 
uals did not declare them­ 
selves openly. 
The cele­ 
brated actors, writers, art­ 
ists and political leaders 
known to belong to the 


"third sex” were accepted 
in the highest circles without 
an afterthought. Today it is 
taken for granted that a 
hostess will unhesitatingly 
invite a homosexual couple 
— although now they prefer 
to be called homophiles. It 
was really only in the years 


following World War II that 
the outlook changed. 
Psychologists and sociolo­ 
gists who have made a study 
of the phenomenon say that 
27 percent Frenchmen aged 
20 to 45 are potential homo­ 
sexuals. In recent years it 
has become a snob attitude, 
along with the desire to 
shock conventional society, 
although the latter has be­ 
come less and less prone to 
shock. 


Homosexualism, 
accord­ 
ing to Professor Netter, the 
great French specialist on 
reproduction, is responsible 
for the drop in France’s 
birthrate in the last decade. 
The accent on “unisex,” the 
increasing number of young 
homosexuals and the wide­ 
spread use of drugs are all 
contributing factors. 


Today the Left Bank is the 
hunting ground 
of male 
"happy hookers,” known to 
the French as “minets” 
(pussycats) who have more 
or less ousted their female 
counterparts. The majority 
are young lads — 18 to 25 — 
who parade 
in 
skintight 


jeans or pastel pants, shirts 
open to a new low, hung with 
multiple chains, earrings, 
bracelets. 
They 
operate 
alone or in pairs and are 
found in bars where women 
are not allowed. 
Some time back there was 
talk of opening an all-male 
Crazy Horse Saloon, cele­ 
brated 
strip-tease 
palace 
known the world over for its 
beautiful girls and exciting 
show. And just out on the 
bookstalls is a vitriolic ex­ 
pose by best-seller Roger 
Peyrefitte, known for his 
works on more or less homo­ 
sexual themes. Its title is 
"Propos Secrets” (Secret 
Talks) and the author not 
only discusses famous con­ 
temporary homophiles but 
also names others of lesser 
caliber in political circles 
and the social set whose 
names can be found in the 
French "Who’s Who.” 
Peyrefitte points out that 
many of these men are 
bisexual 
while 
a 
goodly 
number are married and 
happy. But his acid pen 
spares nobody and his reve­ 
lations are anything but 
appreciated.

M AD RID —N E A )- The 
bullfight ir Spain is m ainly 
on the wane. 
Not that you’d know it by 
the paychecks of the coun­ 
try’s top matadors. Toreros 
at the 
top earn around 
$220,000 a year after taxes 
and expenses. But the 70 
other cag>e-waving profes­ 
sionals on the next rungs of 
the ladder have to scram ble 
from one village bullring to 
another in 
beat-up 
VW 
campers, trying to make 
ends meet — and stay alive 
long enough to clam ber up 
into the bigtime. 
“ What 
we 
really 
lack 
today,” sighs Ju lian Rojo, 
owner of one of M adrid’s 
bullfight restaurants, “ is the 


novilleros, the young espon­ 
táneos who jump over the 
wall to fight a bull in hope of 
catching an agent's eye, and 
then move into the sport 
w ith 
e n th u sia s m 
and 
daring.” 
“ What would be good,” 
Rojo yearns, “ is a mono-a- 
mano series of fights pitting 
a matador from the north of 
Spain against someone from 
the south. Such a mano-a- 
mano alw ays brings on a 
frenzy. The corrida badly 
needs something like this to 
regain its respect.” 
Respect is precisely what 
the world of the brave bulls 
lacks today. The 10,00 people 
who live in Navaluenga in 
Castille recently were so 


disgusted at the sloppy spec­ 
tacle they saw in their local 
bullring that they rioted, 
seized the bull and roasted 
him for a spontaneous civic 
picnic.

The future of Niagara 
Falls, a town of some 80,000 
residents, did not appear 
nearly as bright two years 
ago. The city began 1976

million. 
But help arrived early that

convention center. 


CMAB consultants worked 
closely with city administra­ 
tors in preparing the 1977 
budget, which included a 
$1.6 million payment to re­ 
duce the $5 million deficit. 
Another $1.8 million is ex­ 
pected to be shaved from the 
debt by the 1978 budget. 


Despite their success, 
CMAB executives have re­ 
mained at Niagara Falls 
City Hall. They are cur­ 
rently evaluating such cost- 
cutting proposals as merg­ 
ing the police and fire de­ 
partm ents and leasing 
rather than buying equip­ 
ment.

A road circulation subcom­ 
mittee final report, which in­ 
cludes the recommendation 
that a four-lane southerly 
bypass of Solvang be eliminated 
from circulation element map, 
was accepted with a few minor 
changes in wording by the Santa 
Ynez Valley Advisory Commit­ 
tee at a meeting in Solvang 
Tuesday night. 
The report, submitted by sub­ 
committee chairman Lorna 
Pinassi, a ly called for deletion 
from the circulation element 
map prepared by County Tran­ 
sportation D irector Leland 
Steward and his staff of a four- 
lane road north and west of Los 
Olivos. 
In essence, the subcommittee 
recommended that all proposed 
four-lane arteries in the valley 
be removed from the map with 
the exception of busy intersec­ 
tions. such as Alamo Pintado 
Road and Highway 246, where it 
was said four lanes seemed 
necessary for safety and con­ 
venience. 
The subcommittee's final 
report will now be forwarded to 
Steward and the County Plann­ 
ing Commission. 
Working in conjunction with 
the circulation subcommittee, 
the land use subcommittee, 
headed by Mrs Dorothy Brand, 
submitted a number of far en­ 
compassing suggestions and 
recommendations 
regarding 
parking, roads and traffic flow 
in Solvang. 
Among the recommendations 
accepted by the parent advisory 
committee for presentation to 
the planning department was 
the creation of an east-west 
road from the top of Pine Street 
easterly across undeveloped 
property to Alamo Pintado 
Road designed to relieve the 
traffic flow in the high density 
area in the north central part of 
Solvang 
At the present time, people 
traveling from the area must 
travel south to Mission Drive in 
order to proceed in either an 
easterly or westerly direction. 
It is also proposed that a 
north-south road be built from 
Chalk Hill Road to Highway 246 
at the Industrial Center with 
the proposed artery crossing 
Skytt Mesa west of Solvang 
The su b co m m ittee also 
recommended that the county 
buy vacant property north of 
the 
V e te ra n s 
M e m o ria l 
Building to meet future county 
needs 
The group suggested, 
too. that a through road in the 
area be built to Alisal Road and 
Pine Street, including an exten­ 
sion of Maple Street 
The group also discussed the 
congestion around the Solvang 
Post Office on Alisal Road and 
it was the concensus that the 
post office should be moved to 
another location with fewer 
traffic and parking problems.

They don’t call cooks chefs in 
the services but Robert J 
Harrison, who just graduated 
from the Culinary Institute of 
America qualifies as one of the 
best non-chefs around. 
Harrison's official title is 
“ first shift leader” a meager 
tribute to a man who has 
demonstrated that the art of 
culinary indulgence is not 
foreign to him. 
He is 47, but the lure of the 
ovens and pots and pans cap­ 
tured him when he was just a 
dirty faced kid of 13, helping his 
mother out in the kitchen at his 
home in Long Branch, N J 
A man can want many things 
but his true loves may come 
after he has tried many roads in 
life. Harrison tried the Army 
road He served for three years 
during the Korean War. 
He later gave up a job as an 
underwriter with an insurance 
company. 
After working with 
the insurance company for 10 
years he took a ski vacation in 
Sun Valley, Idaho, in 1962, He 
did some cooking for a resort 
there and found he had no 
desire to return to his old job. 
The pots and pans struck him 
and insurance underwriting 
simply didn’t turn him on any 
more. 
He’s a short wizened fellow 
who looks like an old retired 
army sergeant. • 
He has lines around his eyes 
that reveal the erosion of a 
million smiles 
Perhaps his 
smiles came from the many 
compliments he received for 
excellent cuisine 
“ French cooking is the best,” 
he says. “ The French cook with 
a sauce most of the time and 
the sauce brings out the flavor 
in the foods Italian foods run a 


close second behind the 
French,” he added. 
His 
specialties are Beef Wellington, 
rack of lamb and Italian foods. 
His familiarity with French 
food stems from his experience 
at a French restaurant in 
Denver. 
He later opened his 
own restaurant in Denver 
which operated only during the 
summer 
During the winter, 
his restaurant closed and he 
worked in Vale, Colo., at a ski 
resort. 
“ Ski resort work was in­ 
teresting,” he said. 
But like 
most of us who look for new 
frontiers, he moved on. 
In 1976 he landed at the 
Vandenberg A FB Open Mess 
NCO club 
In September he 
began a one-week course at the 
Culinary Institute of America 
to improve on the skills he had 
already acquired over the 
years. 
He learned personnel 
management and “ a lot of do’s 
and don’ts about cooking,” he 
said. 
He learned such new things 
as ice sculpture, which is exact­ 
ly what it sounds like and 
sandwich preparation, among 
other things 
He was selected, along with 
cooks from Air Force bases all 
over the country to go to the 
Culinary Institute. 
His broad interests in cooking 
stretch from the hot indoor 
oven to the open outdoor grill 
and beyond. 
He has a small 
personal library of cookbooks 
which include a book by the 
chefs for Presidents Kennedy 
and Eisenhower. 
He enjoys his work at the 
Open Mess and wishes he had 
more business there 
His only 
regret; “ I wish I would have 
started cooking earlier in life.”

Streamlining the French menu 


Less on 'la bonne table' today 


P A R I S - - ( N E A ) ~ T h e 
French have long enjoyed 
the 
reputation 
of 
con- 
noiseurs in the art of eating. 
But in this, as in m any 
other ways of life, a blood­ 
less revolution has taken 
place. 
Jean 
Dupont 
(the 
John Doe of Fran ce), beset 
by the vitam in obsession, 
fear of the effects of choles­ 
terol, the battle to avoid 
overweight by sidetracking 
greed, the fifth m ajor sin, 
has awakened to the fact 
that the traditional ritual of 
two daily m ajor m eals has 
been radically undermined. 
The French revolutionary 
m asses 
once 
dem anded 
bread and freedom. In 1936, 
with the appearance of the 
Popular Front, it was steak 
and paid vacation. In 1977 
they think in term s of health 
and leisure 
The "bouffe" (slang for 
food) according to recent 
polls today becomes a rela­ 
tive item, no longer domi­ 
nating the fam ily budget- 
which does not mean that it 
no longer represents a m a­ 
jor expenditure. But it is a 
far cry from the 15 dishes or 
courses once considered a 
must to celebrate a birth, 
m arriage or any other great 
fam ily occasion to the more 
ca lo rie - c o n sc io u s 
fiv e 
courses which represents a 
formal repast today. 
This same approach is 
evident in the sim plication 
of the interm inable official 
dinners given by the presi­ 
dent of the Republic to visit­ 
ing royalty or heads of gov­ 
ernment. In 1905 no fewer 
than 17 courses were served 
at the Elysee Palace in 
honor of King Alfonso of 
Spain. But when President 
Charles de Gaulle enter­ 
tained President and M rs. 
John F . Kennedy in 1961, a 
relatively sim ple menu con­ 
sisting of six courses was 
served. 
It 
appears 
that 
fewer 
Frenchm en 
today 
suffer 
from "m al de foie" (liv e r 
trouble) because they have 
simplified their eating hab­ 
its, not because they have 
tried especially to lim it their 
expenses. They are also de­ 
cidedly 
more 
weight-con­ 
scious. 
Because the French are 
generally more prosperous 
today food specialists say 
that they want more variety 
in their meals. The im age of 
the Frenchm an wearing a 
beret and carrying a yard of 
bread under his arm has 
now become folklore. Bread 
consumption, which really 
was the staff of life for 
many, 
has dropped 
phe- 
nomenonally-in 1970 it was 
160 pounds per year per 
’ per sort,‘á third of what it was 
less than 100 years back, and 
it is estim ated that by 1980 
the figure w ill be around 125 
pounds. 
For most big receptions 
today, refreshm ents are lim ­ 
ited to buffets consisting of 
reconstituted 
hams, 
fowl, 
cheese and fish cut into bite- 
pieces stuck on a slender 
stick. 
•Although rich in proteins, 
potatoes, beans and lentils 
have met their W aterloo in 
all collective canteens in 
factories, schools, barracks 
and hospitals," says M arcel 
Forget, president of the co­ 
ordination comm ittee which 
supplies something like 12 
m illion m eals daily. 
N o w 
t i m e - s a v i n g 
housewives are thankful for 
the 
appearance of deep- 
freezers 
in 
superm arkets 
and sm aller stores where 
they 
can 
buy 
packaged 
french 
fries, 
dehydrated 
purees, m ilk and other a rti­ 
cles which their elders tend 
to despise, believing that the 
process leaves any product 
tasteless. 
Frenchm en have become 
carnivorous, says Professor 
Bourg, 
who 
lectures 
on 
human feeding at one of the 
leading city hospitals. "Thus 
is the new form of daily 
bread," he points out. Trou­ 
ble 
is, 
according to the 
b u t c h e r s ’ 
s y n d i c a t e , 
housewives 
now 
demand 
thick steaks, legs of lamb 
and other choice cuts be­ 
cause they have not or w ill 
not take the tim e to waste on 
a less-expensive pot roast or 
succulent stew. 
Fish comes next in popu­ 
lar favor. The variety of 
deep-frozen fish is wide and 
it is slightly less expensive 
than meat and all restau­ 
rants offer a varied selection 
of 
fish 
dishes 
on 
their 
menus. 


Cheese is still a greatly 
appreciated staple In the 
French eating habits. Fo r 
1974 records show a con­ 
sumption of 28 pounds per 
capita per year and this 
figure is supposed to reach 
36 pounds by 1980, or eight 
times more than one hun­ 
dred years ago. But refriger­ 
ation has endangered the 
quality of the 460 varieties 
that Fran ce produces. 
The French have not yet 
acquired the habit of drink­ 
ing a glass of orange juice 
with their breakfast, but 
since 
tim e 
im m em orial 
fresh fruit appears at both 
dinner, usually 
replacing a dessert or ice 
ie last once was 


lunch and 
ing a 
cream . The 
reserved for special occa­ 
sions. 
Go to the few open-air 
m arkets left in the Paris 
area and here you w ill see 
piles of seasonal fru it on 
sale. They are bigger than 20 
years ago but the older gen­ 
eration sighs and say they 
have lost their savor by 
being picked before m aturi­ 
ty. When a m arket gardener 
whose sm all holding is situ­ 
ated 10 or 15 m iles from 
Paris comes along w ith his 
crop of seasonal fru it and 
vegetables, his stall is dev­ 
astated by a crowd of buyers 
who know the produce has 
never been near a block of 
ice. 
Wine is still a staple in 
French fam ilies. 
But the 
rough 
"gros 
rouge" 
(red 
wine) has been abandoned 
for a better quality. Labelled 
and bottled wines alw ays 
appear on festive occasions 
as well as champagne. 


Consumption 
of 
bottled 
waters and soft drinks dou­ 
ble every 10 years-from 30 
quarts in 1960 to around 115 
in 1980. 


The 
French, along the 
years have become diet con­ 
scious and while two dec­ 
ades back there was really 
only one cookbook in every 
household-*Tante 
M arie*- 
today they are legion. 


There is also a definitely 
d iffe re n t 
ap p ro ac h 
in 
French 
restaurants, from 
the bistro to the three-star 
establishment. It is not so 
long ago when a client never 
would have dreamed of or­ 
dering just one m ain dish in 
a three-star restaurant, sim ­ 
ply because he would have 
lost face with the headwait- 
er. Things have changed 
today and the most imposing 
m aitre d’hotel w ill not flinch 
when a client announces: "I 
w ill start with a m ain dish." 
Says M inister of Health 
Simone W eil, 'People now 
understand that a gala m eal 
need not consist of 15 cours­ 
es." Sm art women 
today 
have returned to the stove 
and a hostess prides herself 
on producing a single dish 
which she has cooked her­ 
self. Men have followed the 
movement also, even to the 
point of attending cookery 
classes. 
The concern for economic 
gastronomy is related to the 
modern way of life. People 
are more sedentary, walk 
less, 
use fewer 
m uscles. 
This goes for the big busi­ 
ness 
executive 
right 
on 
through to the blue collar 
worker, and the farm hand. 
C i t y 
p e o p le 
l i v e 
in 
overheated rooms. A ll this 
means that eating habits 
connected with an active life 
can prove harm ful to health. 
It is therefore necessary to 
rationalize eating habits to 
the individual way of life. 
Today man’s enem y is 
obesity. Slenderness, a flat 
stomach, induces a happier 
outlook and prolongs life. 
The florid face and rounded 
stomach of the prosperous 
middle-class 
bourgeois of 
the 19th century could al­ 
most be considered an infir­ 
m ity today.

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More homework prescribed 
for high school math pupils

Pocket calculators make high 
school math easy as — well — 
pushing buttons. 
Many high school math stu­ 
dents will say it’s still hard. 
Calculators just speed things 
Nevertheless, there are those 
who would require more d rill­ 
ing in high school math and lots 
more homework. 
Calculators, the experts are 
saying, don’t knock out the 
merits of drilling and home as­ 
signments. 
Most high school math stu­ 
dents are expected to greet the 
homework suggestion with the 
distaste reserved for castor oil. 
Bu t the call 
for more 
homework and drilling comes 
from educators urging a 
revitalization of pre-college 
mathematics. 
The appeal comes from the 
Mathematical 
Association of 
America and the National 


Council of Teachers of Math­ 
ematics. 
“ We are making a major 
nationwide appeal to teachers, 
administrators, counselors and 
parents to help strengthen this 
prep aration 
(fo r college 
m ath),” said Henry L. Alder, 
president of the association 
comprised mostly of college 
math teachers. 
Parents should encourage 
their children to set aside suf­ 
ficient time each day to com­ 
plete their assignments, the 
two groups state in a new 
report, “ Recommendations for 
the Preparation of High School 
Students for College Mathemat­ 
ics Courses ’” 
The report, prepared from a 
year long study by a joint MAA- 
NCTM committee, is mainly 
for high school math depart­ 
ments 
Some college math teachers 
feel high schools have not been 


preparing students well enough 
for college courses. 
The situation isn’t as bad as 
that in writing and English 
where many students show up 
with a high school diploma and 
must go into a remedial English 
course before electing a college 
level one. 
But some college freshmen 
with good math grades on their 
high school records aren’t per­ 
forming at the levels indicated 
by their lofty high school 
marks 
One of the recommendations 
addresses this problem 
It 
urges math departments in the 
nation’s high schools to give 
grades that honestly reflect stu­ 
dent achievement. This would 
curb a trend to grade inflation 
Other highlights of the 
report: 
— Minicalculators make the 
perform ance of complicated 
calculations less tedious but 


their use does not lessen the 
need for students to understand 
which concepts and operations 
are needed to solve a particular 
problem, to make sensible es 
timates, and to analyze their 
results John C. Egsgard, presi 
dent of the council, suggests 
"Calculators should be used to 
supplement rather than sup­ 
plant the study of necessary 
computational skills.” 
— There is a detrimental ef 
feet on the individual student 
and on the entire class when 
students are advanced without 
appropriate 
achievement

A soccer boom 


Getting with 
the program 
in Santa Ynez

The first soccer team in Santa 
Ynez High School’s history is not 
just another after school athletic 
team. 
It’s a 7-day a week community 
project 


Only two weeks old it already in­ 
volves the players, coach Iain 
McPherson, the school agriculture 
department, the Solvang Vikings 
service club, dozens of junior high 
soccer enthusiasts, and interested 
parents as well as the school ad­ 
ministration. 
The team’s beginning was a peti­ 
tion signed early last year by 50 
SYVHS students asking for a tryout 
on a soccer team. 
The administration explained to 
the petitioners the problems in 
finding coaches and providing 
facilities for the 15 different teams 
that already existed, but pledged 
that if any sport were dropped soc­ 
cer would be the replacement. 
“ I knew that there was a lot of in­ 
terest in soccer.” said Athletic 
Director Dave McCullough, Satur­ 
day. “ But it was contingent on drop­ 
ping other sports and using that 
money” rather than spending ad­ 
ditional funds 
Discussions continued through the 
school year and ultimately swimm­ 
ing and cross country were discon­ 
tinued for lack of in terest. 
McPherson, the swim coach, was 
given the job as midwife to the new 
team beginning this winter. 
The school committed itself to the 
usual expenses: uniforms, soccer 
balls, transportation, officials' and 
coach's time McCullough lined ig> a 
13-game JV schedule 
Hie Solvang Vikings volunteered 
to pay for pipe for construction of 
soccer goals. Dave Smith of the 


school agriculture department 
directed students as they welded, 
painted and assembled. 
McPherson made clear last week 
that he sees his team's first season 
as but one element in the develop­ 
ment of a valleywide soccer pop­ 
ularization campaign 


He en cou rages any soccer 
enthusiast of any age to drop by on 
Saturday. “ We just choose up sides 
and play. High school, junior high, 
anybody. Last week a bunch of guys 
jumped out of a truck and started 
playing.” 
He plans to try to rearrange one of 
his afternoon games to allow it to be 
played at night. “ Parents and junior 
high kids can’t come to 3 p.m. 
games,” he argued 
“ One of the things I’ve got to do 
over the Christmas vacation is start 
forming a soccer booster club. It 
can promote not only the high school 
team, but the junior high programs 
too.” 
McPherson estimates that he and 
McCullough have received a dozen 
phone calls from interested parents. 
He envisions the boosters financing 
soccer clinics and equipment school 
budgets cannot handle. “ To have a 
good team every kid should have a 
soccer ball at home,” he asserted. 
The Scottish-born McPherson is a 
valuable resource Known locally as 
a coach “ who can turn a sow's ear 
into a silk purse if anyone can" he 
played soccer as a youth in Canada 
and intramurally at UCSB 
His prime athletic focus as a 
collegian was swimm ing. He 
specialized in the butterfly and the 
backstroke and was named All- 
American in 1966 At SYVHS nine 
years he has coached water polo, 
cross country, volleyball, and swim­ 


ming. 
“ I wasn’t afraid of starting a new 
program. I’d done it before. I’d 
never played water polo before I 
started the program.” His water 
polo.teams have now won 29 con­ 
secutive Los Padres League games. 
The first year soccer team will 
“ lose on fineese" according to the 
coacb “ I’d be thoroughly happy to 
finish at .500. We’ll just try to make 
representative scores. If we lose 2-1, 
3-2, and are respectable I’ll be 
satisfied.” 
The Pirates’ first game gave good 
reason to believe they’ll be respec­ 
table indeed They lost 2-1 to an ex­ 
perienced San Marcos varsity that 
did little substituting McPherson 
used all his 22 players. 
Monday the Pirates lost their 
first-ever home match to Righetti’s 
JV team 3-1. 
McPherson estimates that only 
three or four of his group have more 
than a year of organized soccer ex­ 
perience. Twenty-five percent have 
never played at all. 
"There are so many things to 
learn and not enough time. Do you 
teach offensive skills or defensive 
skills’» We had to find out first which 
kids can do certain things best. 
“ I let them try out for the posi­ 
tions they chose. I told them if they 
wanted 4o be a fullback they had to 
be able to clear the ball every time 
and tackle well The forwards had to 
use their head and cross the ball 
with both feet.” 
Despite his players' inexperience 
McPherson is impressed with a fair 
number of them, senior goalie Tim 
Herdt for example. 
“ Most people will shy away from 
the ball. He'll dive for it, into peo­ 
ple, into posts He’s doing that very 
well after only two weeks.” 


McPherson has placed his three 
most experienced players in the 
lineup as forwards: sophomore 
C h r i s K e l l e y , s eni or P a u l 
Linaweaver and freshman Joe 
Meehan. 
On defense his two key fullbacks 
are senior Tom Ives and junior Tom 
Reed. The three halfback positions 
and the other two forwards will fluc­ 
tuate. 


Halfback is the slot McPherson 
sees as the key to a good team since 
“ they have to play both offense and 
defense ” Sophomores Perry Minitti 
and Chris Long will be tried here 
Against San Marcos junior A1 
Tozer and senior Randy Lindros 
filled out the lineup at forward The 
fastest player on the squad is junior 
George Rosselli. He and handyman 
Mark Alvarez will see action 
somewhere 
Fullback Kris Spencer and half­ 
back Laurie Wiser are noteworthy 
too, because they’re girls. 
“ The one player who is totally 
willing to use her head is Laurie,” 
praised McPherson. 
There is, unfortunately, one dif­ 
ficulty created by the coed nature of 
the squad said the coach. That is the 
intrasquad games between "skins” 
and “ shirts.” 
“ We put one girl on each team, 
but the girl on “skins” keeps her 
shirt on. Sometimes it confuses her 
teammates.” 
Why did his players choose to play 
soccer instead of participating on 
well-established and highly rated 
basketball or wrestling teams? 
“ This is a new team. A lot of kids 
without specific skills stand a better 
chance of playing.”

Finley was contacted while 
dining in a Chicago restaurant 
Wednesday after Davis an­ 
nounced the purchase. 
“ I’m happy that the sale has 
been m ade," he said. “ I’m very 
happv that I’m out of base­ 
ball." 


Another who might echo that 
sentiment was baseball com­ 
missioner Bowie Kuhn, whose 
feuds with Finley were legend 
But Kuhn, contacted at a dinner 
in New York City, said he had 
not been notified officially of 
the sale and would not com­ 
ment for several days. 
A spokesman for the Ameri­ 
can League said “ there should 
be no problems in regard to 
scheduling for moving the team 
to Denver next season, but 


there are still many things to be 
ironed out such as the A’s lease 
in Oakland, the presence of the 
minor league team already in 
Denver and of course the condi­ 
tions of the sale ” 
The spokesman added that 
the league will not likely vote 
on the sale until “ sometime 
after the New Y ear." 
Meanwhile, sports fans in 
Denver, already sky-high be­ 
cause of the success of the 
Denver Broncos, began choos­ 
ing 
n a m e s fo r the new 
franchise 
Several radio sta­ 
tions conducted call-ins for 
prospective names, the most 
im aginative of which was 
“ Orange Sox” after the Bron­ 
c o s ’ touted O range Crush 
defense. 
Another caller suggested the 
team be called the Denver 
Miracles. When asked why, he 
said, “ I think it would take a 
miracle to get Charlie Finley 


out of baseball " 
There was the one major 
problem, however — the A’s 
stadium lease in Oakland Of­ 
ficials of the Oakland-Alameda 
County Coliseum said Finley 
still has 10 years remaining on a 
20-year “ ironclad" contract 
with the facility 
“ We have an injunctive relief 
clause written into the con­

WASHINGTON — A prominent Philip­ 
pine exile leader has accused dictator 
Ferdinand M arcos of stooping to a 
vicious form of blackmail in an attem pt 
to enlist his support of the m artial law 
Marcos has clamped on his countrymen. 
In an affadavit Sergio Osmena Jr. 
swore that on three oc­ 
casions Marcos em is­ 
saries used his im ­ 
prisoned son as a 
weapon to obtain his 
endorsem ent of the 
m artial law imposed 
in 1972 Osmena ran 
against Marcos in the 
island 
nation’s last 
free elections in 1969 
O sm ena’s son and 
several others w ere 
seized by the m ilitary 
in 1972 on what are 
widely regarded as trumped-up charges 
of piotting to assassinate Marcos. 
Osmena himself would also have been 
rounded up had he not come to the United 
States a few weeks earlier. From Los 
Angeles, he has become a rallying point 
for democratic opposition to the lron- 
fisted Marcos. 
Osmena's affadavit says the blackmail 
attem pts began in 1973 when Amelito 
Mutuc, form er Philippine ambassador to 
the United States and a Marcos crony, 
told him the dictator was willing “to let 
bygones be bygones” in return for an en­ 
dorsem ent of m artial law 
Osmena 
spurned the proposal 
The following year, the form er Philip­ 
pine senator said under oath, that his 
daughter brought him a message from 
Marcos' press mouthpiece Francisco 
Tatad. asking Osmena to patch up the 
quarrel with Marcos Again his son and 
m artial law were mentioned and again 
Osmena refused 
In 1975, 
the affadavit continues, 
another Marcos intimate, ex-Supreme 
Court Justice Estanislao Fernandez, 
visited Osmena in Los Angeles. To win 
young Osmena's freedom, the jurist 
suggested, the father should endorse 
U.S. aid to the Marcos regime Osmena 
did so on grounds it would help the 
Philippine people 
Summarized the exile leader in his 
sworn statem ent: “ I was made to un­ 
derstand by the aforesaid em issaries 
that the only way 1 could effect the 
releast of my son Serge was for me to 
openly endorse President M arcos’ m ar­ 
tial law ” 
His affadavit added bitterly: “ His 
proposal that I endorse his regim e in ex­ 
change for the safety and/or release of 
my son (was) political blackmail of the 
highest order.”

JACKIE SPEAKS 
It appears that 
Jacqueline Kennedy Onassis got a bum 
rap from the press over her abrupt and 
highly publicized resignation from Vik­ 
ing Press last October 
The former First Lady resigned short­ 
ly after a New York Times article im­ 
plied she was associated with the 
publication of a novel featuring a fic­ 
tional attem pt to a ssa ssin a te her 
brother-in-law. Sen. Ted Kennedy, D- 
Mass 
In defending the book. “ Shall We Tell 
the P re sid e n t? " Viking P re sid e n t 
Thomas Guinzburg said he went ahead 
w ith publication because of " th e 
generous and understanding response of 
Mrs Onassis at the time we discussed 
the book and before the contract was 
signed ...” He insisted to us he would 
never have purchased the novel without 
her-explicit consent. 
That would necessarily have been 
before February 13 — the date Guinz- 
burg agreed v erbally to p urchase 
publishing rights to the thriller. 
But Mrs Onassis — who has remained 
virtually mute on the controversy — in­ 
formed us through a spokeswoman that 
the first she heard of the book was on 
March 2. when two luncheon companions 
disclosed the existence of the novel. 


Not until then, Mrs. Onassis recounts, 
did she ask her boss, Guinzburg, about 
the book Only then did she learn that the 
novel portrayed the last of the Kennedy 
brothers as an assassin’s target. His 
comment to her, she rem embered, was 
“ we have a great story.” 
Mrs Onassis “ categorically” denies 
approving the book or that Guinzburg 
even asked for approval She described 
his claim of a “ generous and under­ 
standing response” as simply untrue. 
In an attem pt to resolve these con­ 
flicting accounts, we talked to Mrs. 
Onassis’ luncheon companions of March 
2 Both say it was evident to them that 
she had never heard of the publishing 
venture until they mentioned it. They ad­ 
ded that there was no reason for her to 
dissemble with them. 
Guinzburg and the author's agent, 
Deborah Owen, wife of Britain’s foreign 
minister, still dispute Mrs. Onassis’ side 
of the story Mrs. Owen, by phone from 
London, said that when shie and Guinz­ 
burg agreed on the book during a trans- 
Atlantic phone call on February 13, she 
ask ed w h e th e r M rs.

Washington Calling by Marquis Childs 
Mideast diplomacy 


W ASHINGTON - The cloud of doubt 
hovering over the fragmented Middle 
E ast defies all predictions about the out­ 
come Quite understandably, the Carter 
administration was reluctant to push for 
greater haste in convening Anwar 
Sadat’s conference in Cairo. 
In all the yes-and-no in the various

distinct advantage

long and perceptive 
understanding of the region in which 
they serve 
They have worked closely over the 
years with Assistant Secretary for the 
Near East Alfred I 
Atherton Jr., the 
American representative at the Cairo 
conference Atherton’s whole career has 
been in the Middle East He was country 
director for Lebanon, Jordan, Syria and 
Iraq and later for Israel 
Foremost in the field is Hermann 
Eilts. the U S ambassador to Egypt. In 
his three years in Egypt. Eilts, who 
speaks Arabic fluently, has developed a 
close working relationship with Sadat 
and the principals of his government He 
is able to keep abreast of the shifting 
currents in the dangerously unstable 
political and economic whirlpool in 
which Sadat’s future is a large uncer­ 
tainty. 
Eilts has an advantage in that, before 
coming to Cairo, he served for five years 
as ambassador to Saudi Arabia, and in a 
prior assignment he was No 2 in Libya. 
This gives him a fam iliarity with the 
relationship between the Saudis and 
Sadat on which so much depends The 
$2 billion or more annually that Saudi 
Arabia gives Egypt has kept that country 
afloat with lesser economic help from 
Washington 
In Jordan, Thomas Pickering has the 
sam e thorough grounding and the sam e 
language ability as does Richard Murphy 
in Syria. These men are an invaluable 
asset not only in keeping the White 
House and the State Department in­ 
formed. but in interpreting American 


policy to the leaders in their respective 
countries. 
These are the professionals who 
provided form er Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger with so much help dur­ 
ing the difficult months of his shuttle 
diplomacy 
Kissinger has spoken highly 
of their worth, and he undoubtedly had 
something to do with seeing that they 
were retained in tneir present positions. 
It w as K issin g e r, as though any 
rem inder were needed, who worked out 
the Sinai disengagem ent agreem ent 
between Israel and Egypt. 
Only in Saudi Arabia has a career of­ 
ficer been replaced by a political ap­ 
pointee 
Jam es C. West, a former 
governor of South Carolina, had no 
knowledge of the region before his selec­ 
tion by C arter for the post. The word 
from Riyadh is that he is sensibly leav­ 
ing most of the diplomatic side to an ex­ 
perienced staff with his able No. 2, 
Marshal Wiley 
Wiley was formerly 
chief political officer in Iraq, where the 
United States has no formal diplomatic 
relations 
While diplomats cannot prevent wars, 
they can detect and report the warning 
signals that can bring deterrent forces 
into play That is why it is important to 
have a backup of men with broad under­ 
standing of what can come out of Sadat's 
bold venture in personal diplomacy. 
There is no disguising the fact that this 
is a moment of peril Sadat’s visit to 
Israel has deeply divided the Arab world 
Whether the division can be healed is 
still far from d e a r 
But one thing is certain Sadat must 
show that he has made a substantial gain 
in return for the large risk that he took. 
And this means genuine concessions by 
Israel on the occupied lands. Sadat is 
wise enough to know that he could never 
get the whole package he called for in his 
Knesset speech. 
Rhetoric will not suffice. The hazard of 
the Cairo conference is that it will 
degenerate in a series of set speeches 
echoing the old fam iliar attitudes That 
would leave 
Sadat in the posture of 
promises, promises, promises so often 
unfulfilled The volatile Cairene crowds 
that hailed him as the messiah of peace 
could turn as swiftly in the other direc­ 
tion and scourge him for one more 
promise not lived up to. 
This would not mean peace. With the 
meddling of the Soviet Union, it is more 
likely to be a promise of war, with 
Sadat's fate hanging by a thread.
